losophy of penny-pinching and 
knowledge-ignoring regarding the 
needs of Albany High School can 
be brought to an end by voting 
“Yes’’ on Measure B on Nov. 3.

The fairy 
tale we are tempted to live by is 
that “the way to save money is 
to spend as little as possible.” 
When we are making decisons 
in the area of education, there is 
more at stake than money. There 
are years and years of human 
lives involved. The investment 
we make in buildings is woefully 
sma]l compared to the influence 
that the educational process has 


upon the future of our young 
people and finally upon our 
community.

it. Keep a flashlight and fresh fuses 
handy. Know where your main 
switch and branch circuit panel 
(“fuse box”) are. Then, if your 
lights go out, you’re ready to do 
something about it.

Tf your lights are still off, check 
your main switch. If it’s the fuse 
or cartridge type, the switch 
should be turned off before replac- 
ing one. If your lights still don’t 
work, call us.

Tf your electricity is off for any
